IRS Leader and Lawmakers Clash on Missing Emails

WASHINGTON - A congres¬ 
sional hearing examining 
how the IRS lost thousands 
ot emails sought by investi¬ 
gators turned into a shout¬ 
ing match Friday, with Re¬ 


publicans on the panel 
accusing the IRS commis¬ 
sioner of lying. 

“Sitting here listening to this 
testimony, I don’t believe 
it," Rep. Paul Ryan, R-Wis., 
told the commissioner, 
John Koskinen, at a hear¬ 


ing of the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

“That's you problem. No 
one believes you.” 

“You ask taxpayers to hang 
on to seven years of their 
personal tax information in 
case they’re ever audited.

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — 

The Obama administration 
moved Friday to stem a 
flood of Central American 
children and families that 
has overwhelmed the U.S. 
immigration system, send¬ 
ing Vice President Joe 
Biden to the region to warn 
against the perils of the trip 
and announcing it will start 
to detain families at the 
border instead of releasing 
them on their own recogni¬ 
zance. Officials had insisted 
for weeks that criminal vio¬ 
lence was responsible for 
the surge of Central Ameri¬ 
can children and families 
rather than the perception 
that minors and parents 
with children would be al¬ 
lowed to stay in the U.S. 

In a softening of that posi¬ 
tion, the U.S. government 
this week began a regional 
public-relations campaign 
to fight the widespread be¬ 
lief in Central America that 
children and families are 
allowed to stay in the U.S. if 
they are caught by the Bor¬ 
der Patrol. 

That belief has been fueled 
both by migrant smug¬ 


glers seeking more clients 
and by calls home from 
children and families who 
have been released by the 
thousands in recent years, 
with notices to appear 
in immigration court, be¬ 
cause there are no facilities 
to hold them. 

The administration said Fri¬ 
day that it was opening 
detention centers to house 
families, although it did not 
provide details. 

At the same time, Biden 
met in Guatemala City 
with President Ctto Perez 
Molina, who asked the U.S. 
to start a temporary work 
program for Guatemalan 
migrants and grant “tem¬ 
porary protected status” 
for Guatemalan migrants. 
Salvadorans and Hondu¬ 
rans who were in the U.S. 
at the time that status was 
granted — 2001 for El Salva¬ 
dor and 1999 for Honduras 
— can apply and receive 
some protections against 
deportation. 

Homicide, extortion, rape 
and gang recruitment 
have risen to epidemic 
levels in Guatemala, Hon¬ 
duras and El Salvador in re¬ 
cent years.Q 


US House backs limits 
on Obama’s authority

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Republican-led House on 
Friday overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved a $570 billion de¬ 
fense bill that halts any 
Guantanamo transfers for 
a year in the furor over the 
American-for-Taliban swap 
and pulls back govern¬ 
ment spying. 

The vote was 340-73 for the 
legislation that provides 
money for military opera¬ 
tions in Iraq and Afghani¬ 
stan, personnel, ships and 
aircraft. An unusual coali¬ 
tion of libertarian Repub¬ 
licans and liberal Demo¬ 
crats pushed through new 
limits on National Security 
Agency surveillance as the 
year-old revelations of bulk 
collection of millions of 
Americans' phone records 
still roil the debate of secu¬ 


rity vs. privacy. 

The White House has ob¬ 
jected to the legislation, 
which must be reconciled 
with a still-to-be written ver¬ 
sion from the Democratic- 
led Senate. 

Pushing through the bill 
over three days. Republi¬ 
cans railed against Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s de¬ 
cision last month to swap 
five Taliban leaders who 
had been held at Guan¬ 
tanamo for more than 
a decade for Sgt. Bowe 
Bergdahl, a capfive for five 
years in Afghanisfan.

Qafar, where they must re¬ 
main for a year. 
Republicans said Obama 
broke the law, failing to no¬

“For him to take the oath 
and then have people 
suggest to him, ‘We don’t 
believe you,’ 

that is not the way this 
committee has functioned 
in the past, and it ought not 
to be the way we function 
going forward,” said Rep.

Koskinen, in his testimony, 
pointed to a report by an 
inspector general of the 
Treasury Department, the 
parent agency of the IRS, 
which concluded that 
while agency employees 
had acted improperly, 
there was no evidence of 
political motivation or out¬ 
side influence. 

He also said a delay in the 
disclosure of the lost emails 
was not indicative of a 
cover-up. 

He submitted as evidence 
an email exchange from 
2011 between the agen¬ 
cy’s technology staff and 
Lois Lerner, t 

hen an IRS official, in which 
she sought to have her 
messages restored. 

He said a computer crash 
and an effort to retrieve 
the lost messages had oc¬ 
curred before the agency 
was notified that Congress 
was receiving complaints 


from conservative political 
groups that they were be¬ 
ing unfairly scrutinized. 
Several of the Democrats 
called the panel’s inquiry a 
“witch hunt” meant to cre¬ 
ate the appearance of a 
conspiracy during an elec¬ 
tion year. 

Some of them, instead of 
asking their own questions, 
gave their time to Koskinen 
to respond to the Republi¬ 
cans’ accusations. 

The Democrats also said 
the committee’s inquiry 
was missing a larger point: 
that political groups of 
all kinds were effectively 
getting subsidies from tax¬ 
payers as “social welfare 
groups,” 

even though they actually 
conducted political activi¬ 
ties. 

During the past week, the 
IRS has said thousands of 
emails of interest to investi¬ 
gators looking into suspect¬ 
ed mistreatment of political 
groups by the agency had 
been destroyed because 
of computer crashes af¬ 
fecting seven employees.

NY reaches settlement in

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Probes at home trip up potential 2016 candidates

WASHINGTON (AP) — An¬ 
other Republican governor 
seen as a potential presi¬ 
dential contender is facing 
controversies at home that 
could undermine any am¬ 
bitions of making a run for 
the White House. 

Scott Walker, the gover¬ 
nor of Wisconsin, faces 
accusations by prosecu¬ 
tors who believe he acted 
criminally by coordinating 
the fundraising and spend¬ 
ing of outside conservative 
groups, in violation of elec¬ 
tion laws. 

That follows the humbling 
of Chris Christie, the New 
Jersey governor whose 
staff restricted access to a 
busy bridge from New Jer¬ 
sey into Manhattan in an 
apparent act of political 
retribution against a mayor 
who refused to endorse 
him. 

They’re two of the highest- 
profile Republican gover¬ 
nors, both with hopes for 
the White House in 2016. 
And in a midterm elec¬ 
tion year, when would-be 
presidential candidates 
like to showcase their ac¬ 
complishments, they are 
instead dealing with the 
fallout of controversies 
at home. For Christie, the 
story has already moved 
on to his recovery. He 
and his advisers believe 
the worst of his political 
troubles are behind him, in 
part because no evidence 
has come to light that he 
was personally involved 
in the bridge scandal that 
prompted him to fire his 
top political adviser and 
deputy chief of staff. 

For Walker, the troubles 
may be just beginning.

Unemployment 
rates fell In 20 US 
states over May

WASHiNGTON (AP) — Un¬ 
employment fell in 20 
states last month and 
nearly three-quarters of 
the states added jobs, as 
the nation at large posted 
a fourth straight month of 
solid hiring. 

Unemployment rates rose 
in 16 states and were un¬ 
changed in 14 states, the 
Labor Department said 
Friday. Meanwhile, hiring 
rose in 36 states and de¬ 
clined in 14. 

The biggest drops in unem¬ 
ployment rates occurred in 
Illinois, where the rate fell 
to 7.5 percent from 7.9 per¬ 
cent, and Massachusetts, 
where it fell to 5.6 percent 
from 6 percent. Georgia 
reported the largest in¬ 
crease, to 7.2 percent from 
6.9 percent. 

Nationwide, employers 
added 217,000 jobs in May, 
the fourth straight month 
of gains above 200,000. 
That’s the first such stretch 
since 1999. The unemploy¬ 
ment rate remained at 6.3 
percent, matching a five- 
year low. 

Some of the unemploy¬ 
ment rate declines oc¬ 
curred because many of 
those out of work gave 
up on their job hunts. The 
government doesn’t count 
people as unemployed un¬ 
less they are actively look¬ 
ing for work. 

There is another reason 
that so many states add¬ 
ed jobs but far fewer saw 
a decline in their unem¬ 
ployment rates. The un¬ 
employment rate and job 
figures sometimes diverge 
because they come from 
two separate surveys. The 
job gains are derived from 
a survey of businesses, the 
unemployment rate from a 
survey of households. 

The two surveys can some¬ 
times produce different 
results, though they usually 
even out over time. 

For example, the employ¬ 
er survey in Illinois found a 
tiny job loss, but the survey 
of households in that state 
found that about 9,000 
more people said they 
were employed. That’s 
why its rate fell.Q

STONE PARK, III. - It was 

a muggy afternoon, but 
the Sisters of St. Charles 
were wearing turtlenecks, 
long-sleeved habits and 
stockings as they gath¬ 
ered next to a microphone 
and an unsavory stretch 
of four-lane highway. They 
stood on the sidewalk be¬ 
low a billboard picturing 
a blonde who appeared 
to be wearing only eye¬ 
liner and a come-hither 
look: a jumbo-size invi¬ 
tation to Club Allure, o 
20,000-square-foot strip 
club that is o newcomer to 
the neighborhood. 

The nuns wont to see the 
strip club gone. Lost week, 
they filed o lawsuit against 
the owners of Club Allure, 
which opened last year just 
over the backyard fence 
from the quiet convent 
where close to two dozen 
nuns live.

“They moke 
us out to be monsters. 
But we treat the girls who 
work here like daughters.” 
(He then admitted to feel¬ 
ing “a little bit” like o bod 
Catholic.) 

Robert Itzkow, o lawyer for 
the club, said the nuns’ 
charges of loud noise and 
bofhersome lights were 
“on absolute fabrication.” 
“Our presence bothers 
them on on ideological 
level,” Itzkow said, adding 


that the Thomas More So¬ 
ciety, o religious nonprofit 
firm that is providing legal 
services to the nuns, “will 


hove about os much suc¬ 
cess with this os they did 
attacking same-sex mar¬ 
riage in Illinois." 

The dispute in this slightly 
run-down, working-class 
enclave just west of Chi¬ 
cago has drown the atten¬ 
tion of neighbors, many of 
whom hove rallied to the 
nuns’ side, complaining 
about late-night noise and 
increased traffic. Several of 
them said there were plen¬ 
ty of sfrip clubs in the area 
already, pointing to Scores, 
o club down the street that 
promises “Chicago’s best 
exotic dancers.” 

On Wednesday, o hand¬ 
ful of neighbors and com¬ 
munity activists trailed be¬ 
hind several nuns os they 
marched down o side 
street from their convent to 
the entrance of Club Allure, 
where fhey faced local 
news cameras and held 
handwritten signs reading, 
“Yo bosto de strip clubs 
en Stone Pork” (“Enough 
already with strip clubs in 
Stone Pork”) and “Allure is 
bod for Stone Pork.” 

“I know it breaks their heart 
over there,” said Boyd 
Pletcher, 61, who lives in o 
brick house across the alley 
from fhe convent.

deprivation, emotional up¬ 
set, and health risks and 
perils,” the lawsuit said, 
adding that a garden 
tended by the nuns had 
been “overshadowed from 
time to time by the hulking 
mass of the huge strip club 
just a few feet away.” 
Some neighbors who 
attended the rally on 
Wednesday said they had 
heard stories of fights and 
violence around the club. 
“I don’t want the place in 
our community," said Este- 
la Vara, 42. “It’s not good 
for my children to see it 
there.” 

Tom Brejcha, a lawyer at 
the Thomas More Society, 
said he expected to pre¬ 
vail in court. 

“The sisters’ position is, if 
fhey wanf fo have a sfrip 
club, fine," he said. “Buf 
let them put it in their own

Top Shiite cleric 
al-Sistani calls for 
inclusive government

BAGHDAD (AP) — The spiri¬ 
tual leader of Iraq’s Shiite 
majority called for a new, 
“effective” government Fri¬ 
day, increasing pressure on 
the country's prime minister 
a day after U.S. President 
Barack Obama challenged 
him to create a more inclu¬ 
sive leadership or risk a sec¬ 
tarian civil war. 

Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Sis- 
tani's comments at Friday 
prayers contained thinly 
veiled criticism that Shiite 
Prime Minister Nouri al-Mali- 
ki, in office since 2006, was 
to blame for the nation’s 
crisis over the blitz by Sunni 
insurgents led by an al-Qai- 
da splinter group that seeks 
to create a new state span¬ 
ning parts of Iraq and Syria 
and ruled by its strict inter¬ 
pretation of Islamic law. 
Al-Sistani’s remarks come 
as U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry is expected to 
travel to Iraq soon to press 
its government to share 
more power. 

While al-Maliki’s State of 
Law bloc won the most 
seats in parliament in the 
Iraq’s April 30 election, his 
hopes for a third term are 
now in doubt with rivals 
challenging him from within 
the broader Shiite alliance. 
In order to govern, his bloc 
must first form a coalition 
with other parties. 

And with Iraq asking the 
U.S. for airstrikes to temper 
the militants’ advance — 
especially as the insurgents 
were said to be preparing 
Friday for another assault 
on the country’s biggest oil 
refinery — al-Maliki appears 
increasingly vulnerable. 

“It is necessary for the win¬ 
ning political blocs to start 


o dialogue that yields an 
effective government that 
enjoys broad national sup¬ 
port, avoids past mistakes 
and opens new horizons 
toward a better future for 
all Iraqis,” al-Sisanti said in 
o message delivered by his 
representative Ahmed al- 
Safi in the Shiite holy city of 
Karbala. The Iranian-born 
al-Sistani, who is believed 
to be 86, lives in the Shi¬ 
ite holy city of Najaf south 
of Baghdad. A recluse, he 
rarely ventures out of his 
home and does not give in¬ 
terviews. Iraq’s majority Shi¬ 
ites deeply revere him, and 
a call to arms he made last 
week prompted thousands 
of Shiites to volunteer to fight 
against the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant, which 
was once part of al-Qaida. 
Al-Sistani’s call to arms has 
given the fight against the 
Islamic State militants the 
feel of a religious war be¬ 
tween Shiites and Sunnis. 
His office in Najaf dismissed 
that charge, and al-Safi on 
Friday said: “The call for vol¬ 
unteers targeted Iraqis from 
all groups and sects.... It did 
not have a sectarian basis 
and cannot be.” Al-Maliki 
has been seeking to place 
the blame for the chaos on 
the Islamic State and not 
his perceived exclusion of 
the Sunnis. However, ques¬ 
tions persist on how much 
support, if any, the Islamic 
State enjoys among the 
Sunni population in areas it 
now controls. 

Ali Hatem al-Salman, a 
prominent tribal Sunni lead¬ 
er and a critic of al-Maliki, 
said Sunni tribesmen would 
eventually fight the extrem¬ 
ist Islamic State. Using the 
commonly used Arabic ac¬ 
ronym for the Islamic State,

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Suicide bombing, arrests 
sparking fear in Lebanon

BEIRUT (AP) — A suicide bomber detonated his vehicle 
Friday near a palice checkpoint in eastern Lebanan, 
while troaps raided two hotels in the capital, arresting 
17 suspected members ot an al-Qaida breakaway 
group allegedly plotting terrorist attacks in the country. 
It was not clear it the two incidents were related. But 
the bombing — the first since March — along with the 
security dragnet in and around Beirut sparked fears of 
renewed violence in a country which has been buf¬ 
feted by the conflict in neighboring Syria. 
AI-Qaida-inspired militants have claimed bombings 
in the past, particularly against the Shiite group He¬ 
zbollah. Still, Friday’s bambing was the first in several 
months, suggesting a possible link to events in Iraq, 
where the al-Qaida splinter graup, the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant, has seized large chunks of terri¬ 
tory in the country's north. 

A Lebanese security official confirmed that the ar¬ 
rests in Beirut Friday netted suspected members of fhe 
group. He spoke to The Associated Press on condition 
of anonymify in line wifh security regulations. 

A security report obtained by the AP suggested mem¬ 
bers of the group may have been planning multiple 
suicide attacks fcllcwing Friday prayers in Beirut. It said 
at least one of the wanted militants was a Saudi na- 
tianal. 

If the claims of the planned terrarist attacks turn out to 
be true, it would suggest that the graup is expanding 
its operations beyond Syria and Iraq. 

The security operation in Beirut's bustling Hamra dis¬ 
trict began Friday morning. Dozens of securify forces 
blocked roads leading in and ouf of fhe area before 
raiding fhe Napoleon hotel, where they detained sev¬ 
eral people. The men were seen being led into police 
vehicles, arms behind their backs, their faces covered 
with their T-shirts. 

Security forces later entered another nearby hotel. 

U.S. Ambassador David Hale meanwhile cancelled a 
visit Friday ta the Fareign Ministry far security reasons, 
the National News Agency said. The U.S. Embassy and 
the United Nations refugee agency also canceled a 
meefing scheduled for Friday afternoon in Beirut. 

The United States condemned the checkpoint bomb¬ 
ing. “These attacks threaten the principles of stability, 
freedom and safety that the people of Lebanon are 
working hard to uphold, and we urge all parties to re¬ 
frain tram retaliatary acts that cantribute ta the cycle 
of violence,” State Department spakeswaman Jen 
Psaki told reporters. 

A meeting organized by Lebanon’s Shiite Muslim Amal 
party scheduled tc take place in Beirut was post- 
paned. The party is headed by Parliament Speaker 
Nabih Berri, who was expected to attend the gather¬ 
ing. The event was scrapped based on a report of a 
planned ferrorist attack received by the Interior Minis¬ 
try, a security official said. 

A few hours later, a blast struck the town of Dahr el- 
Baidar, at the entrance to eastern Lebanon's Bekaa 
Valley an a busy highway that links the Lebanese and 
Syrian capitals. 

Lt. Cal. Jaseph Msallam, a palice spokesman, said the 
explosian killed an afflcer and waunded 19 people, 
including six police officers. Troops sealed the area 
around the explosion. 

The official National News Agency said Maj. Gen. Ab¬ 
bas Ibrahim, the powerful head of Lebanon’s General 
Securify Directorafe, had driven past the site of the ex¬ 
plosion in his convoy shortly before fhe blasf.Q 


Ukraine orders 1-week cease-fire

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — 

Ukraine’s presidenf or¬ 
dered his forces to cease 
fire Friday and halt mili¬ 
tary aperations far a week 
against pra-Russian sepa¬ 
ratists in the country’s east 
— the first step in a peace 
plan he hopes will end the 
fighting that has killed hun¬ 
dreds. 

The Kremlin dismissed the 
plan, saying it sounded like 
an ultimatum and lacked 
any firm offer to open talks 
with insurgents. 

Petra Paroshenka, making 
his first trip to the east as 
Ukraine’s president, said 
that the cease-fire will run 
unfil the morning of June 
27 and fhaf his troops re¬ 
serve the right to fire back 
if separatists attack them 
or civilians. 

“The Ukrainian army is 
ceasing fire,” he said in a 
statement. “But this does 


not mean that we will not 
resist. In case of aggression 
toward our troops, we will 
do everything to defend 
the territory of our sfate.” 
Separatists in the Donetsk 
and Luhansk regions have 
declared independence 
from his government in 
Kiev, occupied public 
buildings and taught with 
heavy weapons against 
Ukrainian troops. 

Rebel leaders have al¬ 
ready dismissed Porosh- 
enko’s plan, and it remains 
to be seen whether they 
will comply and how much 
pressure Russia will put on 
them to cease fire. 

The Kremlin denies support¬ 
ing the insurrection and 
has said that Russians fight¬ 
ing in Ukraine are doing so 
as private citizens. 

Russia said in a statement 
that an initial analysis of 
Poroshenko’s plan shows 
that “it’s not an invitation 
for peace and talks, but 
an ultimatum” ta insur¬ 


gents in southeast Ukraine 
to lay down their weapons. 
It said the plan “lacks the 
main element — an offer 
fo sfarf talks.” 

The Kremlin said Poroshen- 
ka’s government issued the 
peace plan “deliberately 
or accidentally” at rough¬ 
ly the same mament that 
Ukrainian forces fired into 
Russian territory, wounding 
a Russian customs officer. 
If said the Russian side was 
waiting for Ukrainian “ex¬ 
planations and excuses” 
over the attack. 

The Ukrainian Detense 
Ministry said that its forces 
were trying tc flush out in¬ 
surgents near the border 
checkpoint, but denied 
targeting it. 

Leonid Slutsky, a senior law¬ 
maker in the lower house 
of Russian parliamenf, said 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin could be waiting to 
see concrete action by 
the Ukrainian forces tc step

GENEVA - The number of 
people displaced by vio¬ 
lent conflict hit the highest 
level since World War II at 
the end of 2013, the head 
of the U.N. refugee agen¬ 
cy, Antonio Guterres, said 
in a report released Friday, 
warning that “peace is 
dangerously in deficit.” 
Pushed up dramatically 
by the war in Syria, the 
total number of people 
displaced by violence 
reached more than 51 mil¬ 
lion at the end of 2013, ac¬ 
cording to the agency’s 
“Global Trends” report for 
the year. This included 33.3 
million people who fled 
violence but remained in 
their own country and 16.7 
million refugees who fled 
to neighboring countries, it 
said. 

“We ore not facing an in¬ 
creasing trend; we are 
really facing a quantum 
leap,” Guterres told report¬ 
ers in Geneva, noting that 
close to 11 million people 
were newly displaced in 

2013. 

Half the world’s population 
of displaced people ore 
children, he added, the 
highest level in a decade. 
“There is no humanitar¬ 
ian response able to solve 
the problems of so many 
people,” he warned. “It’s 
becoming more and more 
difficult to find the capacity 
and resources to deal with 
so many people in such 
tragic circumstances.” 
Moreover, the impact of 
conflicts raging this year in 
Central African Republic, 
South Sudan, Ukraine and 
now Iraq threatens to push 
levels of displacement 
even higher by the end of 

2014, he said. 

“What this demonstrates is

Pope’s view on legalizing drugs: Just say no 
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Fidel’s former llmos reborn as Havana taxicabs

HAVANA (AP) — In a 

former life fhey were fhe 
“comandante's” cars: 
A fleef of black, boxy, 
Soviet-made limousines 
that for years were at 
the disposal of the presi¬ 
dency in Fidel Castro's 
Cuba. Today the limos 
have been decommis¬ 
sioned and repurposed 
as Havana taxi cabs, 
at the service of tourists 
who want a little slice of 
history to go with their 
ride across town. 

“When I tell (travelers) 
where the car came 
from, they sit in the 
seat back there and ... 
stretch their legs and 
say, ‘I can’t believe it!”' 
said Moises Suarez, 58, 
who has been behind 
the wheel of one of the 
ex-presidential limos for 
the last three years. 

The luxury automobiles 
were produced by 
Russian manufactur¬ 
ers GAZ and ZIL in the 
1960s and ‘70s. Those 
sent to Cuba reportedly 
included a ZIL-111 con¬ 
vertible model that was 
the first of its kind to roll 
off the assembly line, a 
personal gift to Castro 
from Soviet leader Nikita 
Khrushchev. 

They were often used 
to ferry around visiting 
dignitaries. At least one 
of the limos was used 
occasionally by Castro 
himself, though he usu¬ 
ally preferred a military- 
style jeep for his own 
transportation needs. 
When former U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter paid 
a historic visit in 2002, 
Castro — who always 
had a flair for stage- 
manship — picked him 
up at the airport in a So¬ 
viet stretch despite the 
fact that by that time

On the driver's-side 
door, Suarez has af¬ 
fixed a small sign that 
says “Smile, Jesus loves 
you” — a small irony 
for a country that was 
officially atheist for de- 


ezuelan president Nicolas 
Maduro. Machado de¬ 
nies the allegations. 

Earlier this year, Venezu¬ 
ela’s National Assembly 
stripped Machado of her 
seat after she spoke out 
against the administration 
and participated in anti- 


cades under Castro (the 
policy was removed 
from the constitution in 
the 1990s). 

The limo seats six pas¬ 
sengers in relative com¬ 
fort. But despite the 
extra leg room, it can 
hardly be considered a 
luxury ride anymore. 

The faux wooden inlay 
is chipped and peeling, 
and the faded, brown- 


floral upholstery emits a 
smell best described as 
musty with perhaps a 
hint of stale cigar. 

Still, it’s a novel way to 
cruise down the seaside 
Malecon boulevard 
or through Revolution 
Plaza, where a massive 
sculpture of Argentine- 
born revolutionary lead¬ 
er Ernesto “Che” Gue¬ 
vara gazes stone-faced 
from the side of a build¬ 
ing. 

Suarez said fares are ne¬ 
gotiable, from just a few 
bucks for a quick trip to 
$100-$ 140 for an all-day 
road trip outside the

“They start 
laughing and they say, 
‘You never imagined 
you would be driving 
the comandante's car, 
eh?’ ‘You have a great 
car in your hands.”□

Antigua police kill 
man convicted in 
’08 Welsh slaying 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— Authorities in Antigua 
say a man serving a life 
sentence in the Caribbean 
island for killing a honey¬ 
mooning Welsh couple has 
been fatally shot by police 
after escaping from prison. 
Police spokesman CpI. 
Frankie Thomas said in a 
phone interview Friday 
that Avie Howell was taken 
to a hospital after a con¬ 
frontation with police and 
was pronounced dead. 

He says Howell was armed 
and charged at police, 
but declines to provide fur¬ 
ther details. 

Thomas says police are still 
looking for an inmate who 
escaped with Howell. 
Howell was one of two men 
convicted in the 2008 killing 
of Benjamin and Catherine 
Mullany of Wales. He was 
sentenced in 2011 to three 
consecutive life sentences 
for killing the couple and 
a shopkeeper. He was 
awaiting trial in two other 
deaths. □ 

Report: Puerto 
Rico sees drop in 
unemployment 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— Puerto Rico’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate has dropped 
for the third consecutive 
month, though the number 
of payroll jobs in the U.S. 
territory also fell. 

The U.S. Labor Department 
said Friday that the island's 
unemployment rate stood 
at 13.8 percent in May. It 
remains higher than any 
U.S. state. 

The department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics also said 
the number of people on 
non-farm payrolls dropped 
slightly to 929,300 in May. 
Industry sectors including 
construction and manu¬ 
facturing saw slight in¬ 
creases, while the number 
of government jobs de¬ 
creased. 

The island of 3.67 million 
people has entered its 
eighth year of recession 
and is battling a more than 
$70 billion public debt.Q

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Tiger Woods 
to return to 
competition 
next week

Feeling rusty but ready to 
play again, Tiger Woods 
said Friday he would return 
to competition next week 
at Congressional in the 
Quicken Loans National. 
Woods last played on 
March 9 at Doral, where 
he dealt with pain in his 
lower back and closed 
with a 78 for his highest 
final-round score on the 
PGA Tour. He had back 
surgery March 31, forcing 
him to miss the Masters 
for the first time. He also 
missed the U.S. Open last 
week at Pinehurst No. 2. 
The announcement on 
his Facebook page deliv¬ 
ered a jolt of good news 
to golf. Woods has been 
the game’s biggest draw 
since he turned pro in 
1996, and with limited in¬ 
formation about his recov¬ 
ery, speculation was start¬ 
ing to build that he might 
not make it to any majors 
this year. 

“After a lot of therapy, I 
have recovered well and 
will be supporting my foun¬ 
dation next week at the 
Quicken Loans National,” 
Woods said on Facebook. 
"I’ve just started to hit full 
shots, but it’s time to take 
the next step. I will be a 
bit rusty, but I want to play 
myself back into competi¬ 
tive shape. Excited for the 
challenge ahead.” 

This is the first year for a 
new title sponsor at the 
PGA Tour event that do¬ 
nates its charity money to 
the Tiger Woods Founda¬ 
tion, and the tournament 
earlier this year secured 
an agreement to return to 
Congressional every other 
year through 2020.

PINEHURST, North Carolina (AP) — 

Michalle Wie and Lexi Thompson 
ore the only two players under par 
at the U.S. Women's Open after 
Friday’s second round at the de¬ 
manding Pinehurst course. 

Wie finished with back-to-back 
birdies for a 2-under 68 to give her 
a three-stroke lead at 4-under 136, 
while Lexi Thompson ran off three 
straight birdies to match her for the 
lowest score Friday and remain in 
touch. 

Their second-round performances 
perhaps set up a rematch from 
the first major of the year when 
Thompson soundly beat Wie in the 
final round at the Kraft Nabisco 
Championship. 

“Definitely too early,” Thompson 
said. “Thirty-six holes in a major, 
that’s a lot of golf to be played, es¬ 
pecially at a U.S. Women’s Open.” 
Wie relied on her table-top putting 
stance to twice make long par 
saves. She finished with a 6-iron 
that set up a 12-foot birdie putt, 
and a 15-foot birdie on the par-5 
ninth to reach 4-under 136. 

“It’s a grind out there. It’s not easy,” 
Wie said. “Really grateful for the 
par putts that I made and some of 
the birdie putts that I made. I can’t 
complain. I’ll take it.” 

Just when it looked as if Wie might 
run away with it, Thompson pulled 
off a remarkable shot to remain in 
contention. 

From the sand and bushes left of 
the fairway on the par-5 fifth hole, 
Thompson blasted a 5-iron from 
195 yards just off the green, setting 
up two putts for birdie from about 
60 feet. 

That was her third straight birdie, 
and she closed with four pars. 
Stacy Lewis, the No. 1 player in 


women’s golf who opened with 
a bogey-free 67, picked up a bo¬ 
gey on her first hole in a wild round 
of six bogeys, three birdies and a 
tough 73. 

“I hung around, and that’s what 
you’ve got to do at this tourna¬ 
ment,” said Lewis, at even-par 
with Amy Yang (69) and Minjee 
Lee, the 18-year-old amateur from 
Australia who played bogey-free 
on the back nine to salvage a 71. 
Lucy Li, the precocious 11 -year- 
old and youngest qualifier in the 
history of the U.S. Women’s Open, 
started with a double bogey for 
the second straight day and shot 
another 78 to miss the cut. 


The cut was 9-over 149. 

Na Yeon Choi had a 70 and was 
at 1-over 141, followed by a Paula 
Creamer (72) at 2-over 142. The 
group at 143 included Karrie Webb 
(73) and So Yeon Ryu, who saved 
her hopes with three straight bird¬ 
ies on the front nine. All of them 
are former Women’s Open cham¬ 
pions. “When you think seven 
shots, you think that’s a lot,” Karrie 
Webb said after battling for a 73, 
leaving her seven shots behind. 
“But really at the U.S. Open, I don’t 
think that’s too far out.” 

Wie is in contention on the week¬ 
end in her second straight ma¬ 
jor. The last time that happened 


was when she was 16 and had a 
chance in three of them. Wie al¬ 
ready has won this year in Hawaii, 
and she has eight top 10s and is 
No. 2 on the LPGA money list. 
Attribute that to a putting stroke 
that she owns, no matter how pe¬ 
culiar it looks with her back bent 
severely, almost parallel to the 
ground. 

“You look at the way Michelle has 
played the last six months and you 
look at her differently,” Lewis said. 
“She’s become one of the best 
ball-strikers on tour. She hits it really 
consistent. She knows where the 
ball’s going. And she’s figuring out 
how to win. That’s the big thing.”□

Woods on Thursday an¬ 
nounced that he signed 
a new endorsement deal 
with MusclePharm, which 
will display its logo on his 
golf bag. 

"He has been the face of 
golf for f he lasf 15,20 years, 
and golf is a betfer sport 
and a better place with Ti¬ 
ger Woods in it,” two-time 
major champion Rory Mc- 
llroy said last week at the 
U.S. Open. "So hopefully, 
he has a speedy recovery 
and he gefs back on the 
course soon, because any 
tournament where Tiger 
Woods is a factor, he cre¬ 
ates a big buzz.” 

This is the second-longest 
break Woods has taken 
from golf because of in¬ 
jury. He missed the second 
half of fhe 2008 season 
when he had reconsfruc- 
five surgery on his leff knee 
jusf a week offer winning 
fhe U.S. Open for his 14fh 
major. 

Even though he spent 


the offseason working on 
his body, fhere were signs 
early that something might 
be wrong. 

He missed the 54-hole cut 
at Torrey Pines, where he 
was the defending cham¬ 
pion and an eighf-fime 
winner af one of his fa- 
vorife courses. He had his 
worsf finish ever at Dubai 
when he tied for 41 sf. 
Then, he wifhdrew in the 
final round of the Honda 
Classic because of back 
spasms, and despife being 
in the penultimate group 
at Doral, he struggled bad¬ 
ly with his back on the final 
day offer taking a swing 
from an awkward stance 
outside a bunker. 

Woods had microdiscecto¬ 
my surgery a week before 
the Masters, and he has 
said in rare appearances 
that he did not know how 
long it would take to prop¬ 
erly heal. His agent, Mark 
Steinberg at Excel Sports 
Management, said earlier 
this week that Woods was 
making enough progress 
to extend his swing. 

Even so, playing the Quick¬ 


en Loans National was 
thought to be too soon. 

It couldn’t come soon 
enough for fhe fourna- 
ment. 

"We’re fhrilled, obviously,” 
said Mike Antolini, the tour¬ 
nament director and vice 
president of champion¬ 
ships for the Tiger Woods 
Foundation. "Anytime you 
get that call and Tiger is 
in your field, if’s really fhe 
best news you can get. 
The fact he’s a two-time 
champion and the tourna¬ 
ment hosts, we’re very ex¬ 
cited for fhe fans.” 

He said he expected a 
spike in ticket sales with Fri¬ 
day’s announcement. 

The strength of Quicken 
Loans Nafional field has 
suffered in recenf years as 
more Europeans moved 
into the top 20 in the world, 
and they headed across 
the Atlantic Ocean as the 
European Tour headed 
places like Ireland, France 
and Scotland leading up 
to the British Open. 

Adam Scott, who has re¬ 
placed Woods at No. 1 
in the world while he has 


been out, was not plan¬ 
ning to return this year. 

“To be honest, we were 
prepared regardless for 
a good evenf,” Antolini 
said. “Our ticket sales, we 
think they’re going to be 
increased on this news 
now.” 

Three years ago. Woods 
withdrew after nine holes 
at The Players Champion¬ 
ship because of an Achilles 
fendon injury and missed 
more fhan two months. He 


said then he had learned 
from pasf misfakes and 
would not try to return be¬ 
fore he was in full health.

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World Cup of big surprises smiles on Americas

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — The 

World Cup of surprises is 
turning into a sweet samba 
party far teams tram the 
Americas. 

Having already stunned 
ane farmer warld cham¬ 
pion, little Costa Rica 
shocked another on Friday 
and sent a third one home. 
Then the French explod¬ 
ed with five goals against 
their Swiss neighbors. In the 
evening game, Ecuador 
downed Honduras 2-1. 

The story so far: Two Eu¬ 
ropean pawers — Spain 
and England — are out of 
contention after just twa 
games. Eurapean teams 
have played eight teams 
from the Americas and 
won just twice. The nine 
teams from Africa and Asia

have cantrived to win just 
one game between them. 
But for teams from the 
Americas, their recard as 
at Friday against nations 
from other regions: played 
12, lost just two. Ole! In 
short, the new world is em¬ 
barrassing the old one. 
None of the previous seven 
World Cups in the Ameri¬ 
cas were wan by teams 
autside Latin America. On 
current evidence, this one 
looks increasingly unlikely 
ta be the exceptian. 
Although the score was 
just 1-0, Costa Rica was a 
convincing winner Friday 
over four-time champion 
Italy in the coastal city of 
Recife. Having also won 
its first match, 3-1, against 
two-time winner Uruguay, 
Casta Rica is naw guaran¬ 
teed a spot in the knock¬ 
out stage. Costa Rica’s 
win alsa killed aft England’s 
faint hapes of advancing. 
Italy and Uruguay will play 
each other Tuesday to de¬ 
termine which of them joins 
Costa Rica in advancing 
from Group D and which 
will join 1966 champion 
England and 2010 winner 
Spain in phaning their trav¬ 
el agents. 

Casta Rica, with just 5 mil¬ 
lion people, was seen as 
the easy appanent in the 
group — the first ever with 
three former world cham¬ 
pions. Instead, the Ticos 
have looked the hungriest 
team of the four, and are 


already preparing for a 
knockout game. 

The only two European 
nations to have beaten 
Americas teams so far in 
Brazil are France and Swit¬ 
zerland, which cvercame 
Hcnduras and Ecuadar, 
respectively, in their first 
Grcup E matches. On Fri¬ 
day, France and Switzer¬ 
land played each other 
in Salvador, also on the 
coast. The French were 
rampant winners, 5-2, all 
but guaranteeing they, 
too, will advance tc the 
last 16 far aniy the second 
time since they won the 
title in 1998. 

Switzerland caach Ottmar 
Hitzfeld tipped France to 
go “very far in this tourna¬ 
ment” after it shredded his 
team’s defenses and repu¬ 
tation as tough to break 
down. Five different play¬ 
ers scored for France. 

If it stays on top of Group 
E, it will likely face Iran, Ni¬ 
geria ar Bosnia in the last 
16. They shauld all be man¬ 
ageable opponents for the 
talented French who are 
rebuilding their reputation 
ruined by a training ground 
strike by players at the last 
World Cup. Friday marked 
the fourth anniversary of 
that debacle in South Af¬ 
rica. Attackers Olivier Gir- 
oud and Karim Benzema 
each scared ane goal and 
created another against 
the Swiss. Benzema went 
15 games without scoring 
for France in 2012-2013. 
He now is among just four 
players to have three goals 
in Brazil. 

“Karim is confirming that 
he’s in very, very good 
form. He’s in great shape 
athletically,” said France 
coach Didier Deschamps. 
“Having such an efficient 
player is very impartant in 
a competitian like this.” 

The outcome of Group E 
remains undecided even 
after Honduras’ loss in Curi¬ 
tiba to Ecuador, its second 
defeat of the tournament. 
France, with two wins and 
most goals scored and 
fewest allawed, is best 
placed tc go through. 
Costa Rica had never 
beaten Uruguay in eight 
previcus attempts or Italy 
in their only meeting in

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Review: Warming up to tabiets with keyboard covers

WINNEMUCCA, Nev. (AP) 

— It took some travels 
across the country for me 
to appreciate a tablet with 
a keyboard cover. 

I’ve long asked, “Why not 
just get a laptop?” I didn't 
see any benefits in turning 
a tablet into something it is 
not. 

The device I warmed up 
to isn't Microsoft's Surface 
tablet, although I'll have 
more to say on the new 
model that comes out Fri¬ 
day. Rather, it's the first 
tablet from Nokia, whose 
phone and tablet business 
Microsoft just bought in 
April. 

The Lumia 2520 came 
across as just another Win¬ 
dows tablet when it was re¬ 
leased last fall. My attitude 
changed once I attached 
its optional, $150 keyboard 


NEW YORK (AP) — Apple is 
likely to launch a comput¬ 
erized wristwatch this fall 
fhat includes more fhan 
10 sensors to take health 
measurements and other 
data, according to a pub¬ 
lished report. 

The Wall Street Journal 
also said Friday that Apple 
Inc. is planning multiple 
screen sizes for the device, 
which some people have 
dubbed the iWatch. 
Samsung, Sony, Qual¬ 
comm and others have 
already released smart- 
watches, but the gadgets 
have mostly functioned 
as companions to smart¬ 
phones, offering email no- 
fificafions, clock funcfions 
and the like. Samsung's 
Gear 2 line, released this 
year, added fitness-relat¬ 
ed apps and has a heart 
rate sensor. 

There’s been longstanding 
speculation that Apple has 
been working on a smart- 
watch. The main question 
has been when it would 
come out. 

Apple intensified specula- 
fion fhis monfh when it said 
the upcoming version of its 


cover. The tablet itself 
starfs at about $600 and 
includes 4G LTE cellular ca- 


mobile operating system, 
iOS 8, will include tools for 
managing health data. 
The software is expected 
in September, along with 
new iPhones. 

Apple has been under 
pressure to release new 
products, as investors 
question whether the 
company that popular¬ 
ized the smartphone and 
the tablet computer is still 
able to innovate following 
the death of co-founder 
Steve Jobs. CEO Tim Cook 
has hinted at new prod¬ 
ucts coming this year, but 
the company hasn’t pro¬ 
vided details. 

Citing unnamed people 
familiar with the matter, 
the Journal said produc¬ 
tion of fhe smartwatch is 
expecfed to begin in two 
or three months at Quanta 
Computer Inc., a Taiwan¬ 
ese company that has 
worked on Apple’s Mac 
computers. Sales of the 
device could begin as 
early as October.

pabilities. 

Open the cover to reveal 
a keyboard with six rows 
of real, movable keys. The 
bottom of fhe fablet goes 
into a slot just above the 
top row. The top of the 
tablet is secured with a 
plastic grip built into the 
cover. Unfold the cover all 
the way to get the touch 
pad for mouse confrols. 
The cover is bulky and 
feels like a hardcover book 
when folded because if 
incorporates a spare bat¬ 
tery. The cover also nearly 
doubles the weight to 
about 2.6 pounds. But that 
battery offers a hard sur¬ 
face underneafh the keys 
and makes it feel as though 
you're typing on a real lap¬ 
top. The hard surface also 
makes it possible to hold 
the setup with one hand, 
just like a real laptop. 

I appreciated having the 
Lumia’s keyboard cover to 
look up driving directions 
from fhe cramped back 
seat during a drive down 
California's Pacific Coast. 
Typing on a tablet’s touch¬ 
screen keyboard would 
have been awkward, and 
pulling out a full-fledged 
lapfop would have been 
uncomfortable. 

On the flight to California, 
my 13-inch MacBook lap¬ 
top was too big when the 
jerk— I mean passenger— 
in front of me reclined all 
the way back. The 10-inch 
Lumia was just the right 
size. And on a train from 
California fo Colorado, the 


tablet with the cover was 
easier to carry to the car 
with the snack bar. 

I was able to type fast and 
well with the Lumia's key¬ 
board cover. 

Unfortunately, the touch 
pad itself doesn’f sif on a 
hard surface, making the 
cursor hard to control, es¬ 
pecially on a lap. And the 
keyboard is sometimes un¬ 
responsive after being idle, 
requiring me to remove the 
cover and reconnect it. 
The touch pad for Micro¬ 
soft's new 12-inch Surface 
Pro 3 is better than Lumia's. 
The new Surface starts at 
$799 and needs the $130 
cover to be useful for 
heavy typing. The models 
that start shipping Friday 
are mid-range configura¬ 
tions that cost a few hun¬ 
dred dollars more. There’s 
no cellular version avail¬ 
able. 

Microsoft bills the new Sur¬ 
face as a lapfop replace- 
menf, so I've tried to use 
it as such over the past 
month. 

The new Surface has a 
kickstand that is fully ad¬ 
justable, making it feel like 
a laptop that can open at 
various angles. The Lumia 
offers one resting position 
only, giving me some neck 
pain as I write this review 
with it. 

But the Surface's keyboard 
feels flimsy, as though it's 
made of cardboard. It at¬ 
taches to the tablet only 
with magnets, so either the 
screen or the keyboard will 


flop down when held wifh 
one hand. 

The Surface, like fhe Lumia, 
also lacks several slots com¬ 
monly found in laptops, in¬ 
cluding one forSD memory 
cards from cameras. The 
Surface has only one USB 
porf, making if difficult to 
attach both a printer and 
an external storage drive. 
The Lumia doesn't have 
any, but its keyboard cover 
has two. You can get four 
additional USB ports and 
an Ethernet port for the 
Surface wifh a $200 dock¬ 
ing sfation, but that makes 
it more of a desktop, not a 
laptop. 

Beyond the specs, using 
the Surface just doesn't 
feel the same as using a 
MacBook. It came apart 
when I placed it on a so¬ 
fa’s armrest to watch vid¬ 
eo. And while the Surface 
is fine for fyping on a flat 
surface, it’s not as comfort¬ 
able as a laptop on a lap, 
even with the kickstand im¬ 
provements. Its touch pad 
is decent, but I still find my¬ 
self swifching to the laptop 
when I need a lot of mouse 
controls. 

And though the Lumia and 
the Surface are lighferfhan 
a 13-inch MacBook Air, it's 
only by about a third of a 
pound for fhe Lumia and 
half a pound for fhe Sur¬ 
face once you add fhe 
keyboard. 

Both are good tablets on 
their own, but fall short 
of being lapfop replace- 
menfs. 

As a tablef, the new Sur¬ 
face is the better of fhe 
two because it runs a full 
version of Windows 8. The 
Lumia runs a pared down 
version called RT, so apps 
that aren’t specifically de¬ 
signed for if, such as Ap¬ 
ple's iTunes, won’f install 
at all. Cheaper versions of 
the Surface have fhe same 
problem, so make sure Pro 
is in fhe name. 

There are fimes a fablet 
with a keyboard cover will 
be handier than a laptop. 
Both the Surface and fhe 
Lumia are good for fhaf, 
even fhough neifher is per¬ 
fect. For Android tablets, I 
haven't been satisfied wifh 
any of the keyboard com¬ 
panions I’ve tried. Apple 
doesn't make one for its 
iPads.Q

as CarMax, Oracle and 
Darden Restaurants. They 
also kept an eye on the 
developing conflict in Iraq, 
which pushed oil prices 
near a nine-manth high. 


Despite the recard-setting 
moves, it was largely a 
static day for the stock in¬ 
dexes. 

“Generally speaking, any 


big movements will come 
when we start earnings 
season in a couple of 
weeks,” said Drew Wilson, 
equity analyst with Feni- 
more Asset Management. 
“Until then, it'll be hand- 
to-hand combat in the in¬ 
dexes.” 

The S&P 500, Daw and Nas¬ 
daq campasite started aft 
in the green during premar¬ 
ket trading and remained 
mostly higher all day. 

By the last hour of trading, 
the Dow Jones industrial 
average was on track for 
a record close. More than 
half of the 30 companies 
in the index rose, raising 
the possibility that the Dow 


might breach the 17,000 
mark soon. 

“If the economy continues 
to grow the way it’s grow¬ 
ing and the Federal Re¬ 


serve remains as suppart- 
ive as it is, I think we have 
more highs to achieve be¬ 
fore the year is out,” said 
Krishna Memani, chief in¬ 
vestment officer at Oppen- 
heimerFunds. 

All told, the S&P 500 in¬ 
dex rose 3.39 points, or 
0.2 percent, to 1,962.87. 
That’s slightly above the 
prior day’s recard close of 
1,959.48. On Wednesday, 
the index natched anoth¬ 
er high at 1,956.98. It has 
risen five out of the last six 
weeks. 

The Dow added 25.62 
points, or 0.2 percent, to 
16,947.08. 

The Dow’s previous high 


was June 10, when it 
closed at 16,945.92. 

The Nasdaq composite 
gained 8.71 paints, ar 0.2 
percent, tc 4,368.04. The 
Nasdaq is still well below its 
dot-com era peak of just 
over 5,000. 

U.S. government bonds 
prices were little changed. 
The yield on the 10-year 
Treasury nate slipped ta 
2.61 percent from 2.62 per¬ 
cent late Thursday. 

The market has been mast- 
ly registering small moves, 
as stocks hover in record 
territory while questions 
persist over the resiliency of 
the U.S. economy and un¬ 
rest in Iraq and elsewhere. 
The Federal Reserve’s re¬ 
marks midweek helped 
nudge the market higher 
this week, reassuring inves- 
tars that the central bank 
intends ta cantinue keep¬ 
ing shart-term interest rates 
low, a policy that’s helped 
make stocks more attrac¬ 
tive. 

“It clearly was a driver 
that is definitely helping 
the market,” Memani said. 
“The markets would have 
reacted even better than 
they have sa far if the Iraq 
issue wasn’t hanging over 
the market.” 

Absent any major geopo¬ 
litical develapments, in¬ 
vestors will likely focus next 
week on the latest batch 
of housing data. 

“Housing has been, as 
of late, a less-than-stellar 
horse in the recovery,” Wil¬ 
son said. “A lat at people 
will parse the hausing data 
pretty carefully and that 
cauld mave the markets.”

Lloyds opts to sell bigger stake In TSB unit 


LONDON (AP) — State- 
backed Lloyds Banking 
Group PLC has increased 
the number of shares it is 
selling in its TSB unit amid 
strong investor demand. 
The bank, which was 
bailed out during the 2008 
financial crisis, is now selling 
more than 35 percent of 
the unit, rather than the 25 
percent initially planned. 


The opening price was put 
at 260 pence — an amount 
which valued the compa¬ 
ny at 1.3 billion ($2.2 billion.) 
Lloyds also instructed the 
underwriters to deploy an 
over-allotment option to 
accommodate demand, 
so when the entire sole is 
completed it will constitute 
a 38.5 percent stake of the 
bank. 


Lloyds says gross proceeds 
realized by the sale will be 
455 million pounds. 

Group CEO Antonio Horto- 
Osorio said the demand 
reflects confidence among 
investors and that it will be 
an effective competitor in 
Britain. 

“TSB has a national network 
of branches, a strong capi¬ 
tal base, robust liquidity 


and significant economic 
protection against legacy 
issues,” he said. 

The group has to float TSB 
to meet European Union 
rules on state assistance. It 
had planned to sell the 631 
branches to Co-operative 
Group — but the deal col¬ 
lapsed when Co-op found 
a big hole in its own bal¬ 
ance sheet. □ 



France throwing 
support behind 
GE/Aistom deai 

PARIS (AP) — U.S. con¬ 
glomerate General Elec¬ 
tric Co. looked set Friday to 
win its months-long fight to 
acquire the power gener¬ 
ation business of France’s 
Alstom SA after the French 
government dropped its 
objections and threw its 
support behind the Ameri¬ 
can offer. 

The final decision rests with 
Alstom’s board, which was 
meeting Friday night to dis¬ 
cuss the offer. GE, which 
has sought a deal with Al¬ 
stom since April, had given 
the French company until 
Monday to sign off on the 
$17 billion offer. 

Friday’s announcement 
brings an end to months of 
uncertainty over whether 
GE would win the French 
government’s approval 
despite resistance from 
President Francois Hol- 
lande and other top offi¬ 
cials. 

French economy minister 
Arnaud Montebourg said 
the government preferred 
GE’s offer to a rival joint 
bid from Germany’s Sie¬ 
mens and Japan’s Mitsubi¬ 
shi Heavy Industries, and 
would take a 20 percent 
stake in Alstom. 

Alstom has favored a tie- 
up with GE but had to 
postpone signing any deal 
while the government in¬ 
tervened to seek assuranc¬ 
es on jobs and decision¬ 
making. 

GE boss Jeff Immelt has 
been in Paris since Thurs¬ 
day to press his case with 
officials from Alstom, the 
government and unions. 
Immelt saw off Siemens 
and Mitsubishi after mak¬ 
ing revisions to address the 
French government’s con¬ 
cerns that the deal would 
not produce job losses or 
move decision-making au¬ 
thority out of France. 
Whereas GE’s original offer 
entailed a clear-cut cash 
buyout of Alstom’s power 
business, the new proposal 
calls for the two compa¬ 
nies to set up three 50-50 
joint ventures: one for the 
power grid businesses, an¬ 
other for offshore wind and 
hydro-power operations, 
and a third for nuclear 
steam turbines. □ 
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Eclipse Resources and Kite Pharma price IPOs 


NEW YORK (AP) — Shares of 
Eclipse Resources slipped 
Friday after the oil and gas 
company's initial public of¬ 
fering of stock raised more 
than $800 million, while Kite 
Pharma’s shares soared af¬ 
ter the company expand¬ 
ed its offering. 

Eclipse Resources offered 
30.3 million shares of $27 
each, the low end of its esti¬ 


mates. Excluding discounts, 
expenses, and shares be¬ 
ing sold by company stock¬ 
holders, the company said 
it will get $545.2 million in 
proceeds. Eclipse Resourc¬ 
es is an oil and natural gas 
exploration and produc¬ 
tion company operating in 
the Appalachian Basin. The 
State College, Pennsylva¬ 
nia, company plans to use 


the IPO money to replay 
all the borrowings under its 
revolving credit facility and 
fund some of its capital 
spending plans. 

Shares of Eclipse Resources 
Corp. fell 92 cents, or 3.4 
percent, to $26.08 in mid¬ 
day trading. 

The stock is trading on the 
New York Stock Exchange 
under the ticker symbol 


“ECR."Kite Pharma Inc. 
raised $127.5 million before 
expenses and discounts, 
as its initial public offering 
of 7.5 million shares priced 
at $17 each.

Olive Garden, Red Lobster sales continue to slide

NEW YORK (AP) — Darden 
said Friday that sales con¬ 
tinued to slide at Olive Gar¬ 
den and Red Lobster, with 
other costs dragging down 
its profit by 35 percent in 
the latest quarter. 

The results fell short of Wall 
Street expectations, and 
shares were down 2.5 per¬ 
cent in midday trading. 
Darden Restaurants Inc. 
has been fighting to stop 
declining sales at Olive 
Garden and Red Lobster. 
Such sit-down chains were 
hit hard by the downturn, 
which prompted many 
customers to trade down 
to cheaper options. The 
menus at Olive Garden 
and Red Lobster also failed 
to keep pace with chang¬ 
ing tastes. 

Despite ongoing efforts to 
fix the marketing for the 
chains, sales at Olive Gar-

Darden says Red Lobster 
chains tend to be in lower 
income brackets. To re¬ 
vitalize Olive Garden, ex¬ 
ecutives say they plan to 
underscore the quality 
and freshness of the food, 
which they say are increas¬ 
ingly important traits for 
customers. They’re also roll¬ 
ing out lighter dishes, and 
trying to boost the chain’s 
lunchtime business. 

So far in June, the com¬ 
pany said Olive Garden’s 
sales at established loca¬ 
tions are flat, an improve¬ 
ment from the negative 
results over the past fiscal 
year.G 


RadioShack stock closes below $1 per share 


NEW YORK (AP) — Ra- 

dioShack’s stock closed 
below $1 per share Friday 
for the first time in its history, 
reflecting investors’ con¬ 
cern over what lies in store 
for the long-struggling con¬ 
sumer electronics chain. 
Shares of RadioShack Corp. 
fell 11 cents, or 10 percent, 
to close at 92 cents. The 
New York Stock Exchange 
could delist the stock if it 
closes below $1 per share 
for 30 consecutive trading 
days. 

The stock is well below its 
all-time high of $79.50, set 
in December 1999. The 
shares’ sharp dive since 
then comes as RadioShack 
struggles to find its place 


in the evolving retail and 
technology landscape. 

If shares remain below 
$1 and are delisted, that 
doesn’t automatically 
mean RadioShack faces 
immediate death. Its stock 
could still be traded in the 
over-the-counter market. 
But analysts say that a 
bankruptcy proceeding is 
likely for the company. 
“There’s no chance that 
this stays outside of a re¬ 
structuring,” said David 
TawiI, co-founder and port¬ 
folio manager of Maglan 
Capital, which follows dis¬ 
tressed companies. He be¬ 
lieves a formal liquidation is 
more likely. 

He added, “I don’t think 


anybody will miss Ra¬ 
dioShack if it goes out of 
business." 

RadioShack did not imme¬ 
diately respond to an email 
from The Associated Press. 
Long known as a desti¬ 
nation for batteries and 
obscure electronic parts, 
RadioShack has sought to 
remake itself as a special¬ 
ist in wireless devices and 
accessories. But growth in 
the wireless business is slow¬ 
ing, as more people have 
smartphones and see few¬ 
er reasons to upgrade. 
RadioShack’s turnaround 
efforts have included cut¬ 
ting costs, renovating and 
closing stores, and shuf¬ 
fling management. The Fort 


Worth, Texas-based com¬ 
pany is attempting to up¬ 
date its image and remain 
competitive against online 
and discount retailers. It 
is working on adding new 
products, including private- 
brand and exclusive items 
such as those from new 
partnerships. 

It hasn’t helped stem the 
tide, and investors remain 
skittish. The stock is down 65 
percent this year. 

Earlier this month the chain 
reported that its first-quarter 
loss widened and revenue 
declined, hurt by softness 
in its mobile business and 
consumer electronics. 
RadioShack has limited op¬ 
tions to stem its sales de¬ 


clines given a tightening 
cash situation, according 
to Fitch Ratings. In a recent 
report, 

Fitch said that it expects 
negative free cash flow of 
$200 million to $250 million 
in 2014. 

That, together with the 
$100 million to $150 mil¬ 
lion it plans to spend on 
seasonal inventory, would 
“substantially eat into the 
company’s total liquidity of 
$424 million as of May 13," 
according to Fitch. 

“They’re consuming a lot of 
cash in the core business, 
and that’s not sustainable," 
said Philip Zahn, senior di¬ 
rector at Fitch. “The clock is 
ticking.’’□

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Great white shark numbers are surging, study says 


The research adds recent

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

A report that scientists are 
calling one of the most 
comprehensive studies of 
great white sharks finds 
their numbers are surging 
in the ocean off the East¬ 
ern U.S. and Canada after 
decades of decline. 

The study by National Oce¬ 
anic and Atmospheric 
Administration scientists, 
published this month in 
the journal PLOS ONE, says 
the population of the no¬ 
toriously elusive fish has 
climbed since about 2000 
in the western North Atlan¬ 
tic. 

The scientists behind the 
study attribute the resur¬ 
gence to conservation 
efforts, such as a federal 


1997 act that prevented 
hunting of great whites, 
and greater availability of 
prey. The species is listed as 
vulnerable by the Interna¬ 
tional Union for Conserva¬ 
tion of Nature. 

“The species appears to 
be recovering," said Comi 
McCandless, one of the 
authors. “This tells us the 
management tools ap¬ 
pear to be working.” 

Great whites owe much 
of their fearsome reputa¬ 
tion to the movie “Jaws," 
which was released 39 
years ago Friday. But con¬ 
frontations ore rare, with 
only 106 unprovoked white 
shark attacks — 13 of them 
fatal — in U.S. waters since 
1916, according to data 
provided by the University 
of Florida. 


They are, though, ecologi¬ 
cally critical. They are apex 
predators — those at the 
top of the food chain — 
and help control the pop¬ 
ulations of other species. 
That would include the 
gray seal, whose growing 
colonies off Massachusetts 
have provided food. 

“You should be concerned 
for o good reason,” said 
James Sulikowski, o profes¬ 
sor of marine science at 
the University of New Eng¬ 
land in Portland, who was 
not involved in the study 
but noted it could help 
better target future con¬ 
servation efforts for great 
whites. “We need these 
sharks in our waters.” 

A separate study published 
in PLOS ONE this month sug¬ 
gested that great whites 
— also known just os white 
sharks — ore also returning 
to abundance in the east¬ 
ern north Pacific Ocean. 
“There’s this general pat¬ 
tern of where the white 
sharks are protected, they 
seem to recover,” said To- 
bey H. Curtis, one of the 
authors of the Atlantic 
study. 

The elusive nature of white 
sharks and the lack of his¬ 
torical data about their 


population levels required 
the authors to rely on sight¬ 
ings of sharks, as opposed 
to other ways to count sea 
life, such os commercial 
fishing surveys and census 
counts, Curtis said.

They also migrate based 
on water temperature and

NASHVILLE, Tennessee 
(AP) — Glen Campbell’s 
Alzheimer’s disease has 
progressed to the point 
where he needs full-time 
professional core, his wife 
said Thursday, explaining 
her decision to place the 
singer in a long-term care 
facility and responding 
publicly for the first time to 
criticism from Campbell’s 
eldest daughter. 

In an email to The Associ¬ 
ated Press, Kim Camp¬ 
bell wrote that doctors 
persuaded her earlier this 
spring to discontinue care 
at the family’s home, draw¬ 
ing criticism from Camp¬ 
bell’s daughter Debby. 

“It is crushingly sad to see 
him afflicted with Alzheim¬ 
er’s but indulging those 
feelings does not help 
him,” Campbell wrote, 
adding, “I am his wife and 
no one wants him home 
more than me but I must 
do what is in his best inter¬ 
est.” Debby Campbell told 
Country Weekly magazine 
last week that she object¬ 
ed to the move and that 
she and Campbell’s el¬ 
dest children heard about 
it through news media re¬ 
ports. She also said she did 
not believe family mem¬ 
bers in Nashville, where the 
Country Music Hall of Fame 
member now lives, were 
spending enough time 
with him. 

Campbell, 78, was diag¬ 


nosed with Alzheimer’s in 
2011. He issued two albums 
and went on a world tour 
following the diagnosis. At 
the time, Kim Campbell 
said the tour was a way to 
help her husband combat 
the brain-ravaging disease 
and spend time with his 
family members, including 
Debby, who made up his

band and traveled with 
him. 

Glen Campbell has eight 
children, including three 
with Kim Campbell, his wife 
of 32 years.

NEW YORK (AP) — Jenni¬ 
fer Lopez remembers the 
days when her record la¬ 
bel budgeted $1 million for 
one of her music videos. 
Today, she’s attempting 
to create the same magic 
with one-tenth of the mon¬ 
ey. 

The entrepreneur says 
being a singer has been 
"challenging” since she 
debuted on the pop scene 
in the late 1990s, dominat¬ 
ing the charts with back- 
to-back hits while becom¬ 
ing a driving force on other 
entertainment platforms. 

"It used to be like this big 
magical world, almost like 
Oz, when you’d make a 
record,” the 44-year-old 
says. "(It) was like anything 
was possible.” 

Lopez, who released her 
eighth album, "A.K.A.,” on 
Tuesday, says the music in¬ 
dustry no longer feels like 
Oz. 

"Now, it’s like, ‘We’ll see if 
we can do that and we 
can give you this much,”’ 
she says of record label 
meetings. “And you’re 
like, ‘Wow, OK. So how am 
I gonna do that?’ It’s a 


whole different mind-set.” 
She enjoys the challenge, 
Lopez says. When coming 
up with creative concepts, 
she has thought to herself: 
“What great idea can I 
come up with that costs 
nothing?” 

Her last platinum effort 
was 2002’s "This Is Me ... 
Then.” Its follow-up, 2005’s 
“Rebirth,” sold 745,000 
units. Since then, she’s had 


some successful singles, 
but she’s no longer one 
of pop’s “it” girls, racking 
up multiple hits, earning 
Grammy nominations and 
winning other accolades. 
The performer hopes fans 
can hear the work she’s 
done in the past four years 
on "A.K.A.,” an album filled 
with pop, R&B and dance 
sounds. 

“I want woman to feel em¬ 


powered. I want women 
to know what they deserve 
and to not take anything 
else, and to look at love in 
that way,” she says. 

Lopez says that’s why she 
recruited white-hot rap¬ 
per Iggy Azalea for the 
record: “I was thinking of 
working with a female rap¬ 
per because, again, of the 
strength and subject mat¬ 
ter of the album, I want¬ 


ed some girl to be talking 
smack with me.” 

Billboard reported that 
“A.K.A.” — Lopez’s first 
album for Capitol Music 
Group — would sell about 
30,000 units next week, her 
lowest sales for a debut 
week. 

“The numbers today as 
compared to the numbers 
10 years ago to me, it’s a 
very different conversation 
because it’s more diversi¬ 
fied how people consume 
music,” says Greg Thomp¬ 
son, executive vice presi¬ 
dent of Capitol. “We try to 
make sure that not only do 
we have a good first week, 
but that we can continue 
to sell records because I 
think that Jennifer’s fan 
base will come out week 
two, three and four, too. 
It’s about constantly driv¬ 
ing that album in people’s 
consciousness.” 

Thompson says he be¬ 
lieves the current single, 
the Max Martin-produced 
“First Love,” is “going to go 
all the way.” He says they 
plan to work the pop song 
throughout the summer. 
High-profile guests on the 
album include Pitbull, Nas, 
Rick Ross and T.I.; some of 
the songs were co-written 
by Chris Brown. However, 
other tracks featuring Rob¬ 
in Thicke, Wiz Khalifa and 
Maxwell didn’t make the 
project. 

“Economics come into 
play; all types of stuff come 
into play,” Lopez says. 
Lopez says she’s lucky 
that she and other musi¬ 
cians have been able to 
use “our creative talents in 
other ways,” like her judg¬ 
ing job on “American Idol.” 
Lopez says she’s been 
asked to return to “Idol” 
next season and plans to 
do so if her schedule al¬ 
lows. And Lopez, who is 
also producing TV shows 
and may dabble in direct¬ 
ing and Broadway, isn’t 
concerned about the de¬ 
cline in the show’s ratings. 
“I really feel like we got 
back on track and got the 
focus on what it needed to 
be, which was on the con¬ 
testants and on the show 
and off of anything else,” 
she says. “I think things 
have their heat and then 
they cool down and then 
they have their heat.”Q

“They have not replaced him and 
don’t intend to do so anytime soon,” 
she said.

On Iraq, Echoes of 2003

Mitt Romney is back. 

Don’t leap to any conclusions. 
After all, there are a lot of differ¬ 
ent ways to be back. You can 
be back as in “back running 
for president.’’ Or just back as 
in “back in the public eye.’’ Or 
back driving to Canada with a 
dog strapped to the car roof. 
Until recently, Romney just 
seemed to be looking for a pub¬ 
lic persona, maybe something 
between Jimmy Carter (Nobel 
Peace Prize, eliminating Guinea 
worm disease) and former Re¬ 
publican presidential hopeful 
Fred Thompson (starring in TV 
ads for reversible mortgages). 
Romney was host of an “ideas 
summit’’ in Utah last week that 
drew several eager presidential 
wannabes and a raft of Repub¬ 
lican establishment financial fig¬ 
ures. Also the former governor 
of Montana, Brian Schweitzer, 
the token Democratic speaker. 
“It was an ideas conference. I 
am a person of a lot of ideas,’’ 
Schweitzer said in a phone inter¬ 
view. The potential Republican 
candidates ranged from Rand 
Paul, who seemed to be re¬ 
garded as interesting but scary, 
to Mike Huckabee, who we re¬ 
ally have to stop encouraging 
by mentioning his name. But not 
Jeb Bush, who had a schedul¬ 
ing conflict. Did that mean Jeb 
Bush is not going to run in 2016? 
Moderate Republicans are real¬ 
ly desperate to have Bush, even 
though he would very possibly 
be the most boring presidential 
nominee since ... I don’t know. 
There have been a lot of very 
dull presidential nominees, but 
they were not the third member 
of their family to run at the top 
of the ticket. 

Instantly - instantly - people be¬ 
gan speculating that Mitt might 
be The One. Romney him¬ 
self made the news talk show 
rounds, happily denying that he 
was interested. 

“I brought a number of the 2016 
contenders here to meet with 
my fundraisers,’’ Romney said of 
his summit. “Had I been running, 
I wouldn’t be doing (that).’’ 
Excellent point. Much of 
the warmth currently being 
beamed in Romney’s direction 
has to do with the fact that this 
is a guy who raised $1 billion 
for his presidential race and 
is still friends with the people 
who helped him do it. Rom¬ 


ney, some people speculated, 
might just want to become the 
party’s “kingmaker.’’ You can’t 
deny that kingmaker sounds like 
an attractive career goal. 

And Republicans have tradi¬ 
tionally been nicer to their loser 
presidential candidates than 
Democrats. Everyone has for¬ 
gotten that John McCain even 
ran. They’ve most definitely 
forgiven George H.W. Bush for 
losing his second term. Just the 
other day, I received a fundrais¬ 
ing letter from H.W. on behalf of 
the Republican National Com¬ 
mittee that began: “Friend, I 
don’t know what your guilty 
pleasures are in life, but one of 
mine is socks.’’ This has nothing 
to do with Mitt Romney, but I re¬ 
ally did want to mention it. 
Could powerful moderates in 
the Republican Party be des¬ 
perate enough to want to bring 
back Mitt? The guy who raised 
$1 billion for his presidential 
race and still managed to lose 
the election? He doesn’t seem 
to have changed. Still, the little 
tufts of gray hair by his ears. The 
way he reacts to difficult ques¬ 
tions by looking as if he just 
whiffed an unpleasant smell. 
The good old heh-heh-heh. 
These are trying times for Re¬ 
publicans. Actually, things are 
pretty bad for both parties: The 
Democrats could lose the Sen¬ 
ate, and Hillary Clinton’s book 
sales are iffy. But, at the mo¬ 
ment, the Republicans’ traumas 
are a lot more action-packed. 
The defeat of the House major¬ 
ity leader, Eric Cantor, terrified 
many of the party establish¬ 
ment’s supporters, particularly 
since Cantor’s opponent ran 
against Wall Street, big business 
and bank bailouts. 

It’s a problem, if you’re a big- 
money donor, to be worried 
that your party is being taken 
over by crazy people who will 
alienate the voters in a national 
election by opposing immigra¬ 
tion reform and contraception. 
It’s a catastrophe to be worried 
that it’s being taken over by 
economic populists. 

Mitt Romney is never going to 
run as a man of the people. You 
will remember how well that 
worked the last time around. In¬ 
stead, he’s talking foreign poli¬ 
cy. It’s the topic of the moment. 
And unlike, say, Chris Christie, 
Romney has the aura of a seri¬ 
ous guy. Unlike, say, Jeb Bush, 
he is not related to anybody 
who invaded Iraq. 

To win against Hillary Clinton, 
Romney said on “Meet the 
Press,’’ “the playbook, I believe, 
is to look at her record. I think 
you have to consider what’s 
happened around the world 
during the years that she was 
secretary of state. And you 
have to say it’s been a monu¬ 
mental bust.’’ The Obama ad¬ 
ministration, he said, should 
have armed Syrian rebels and 
made the president of Iraq ask 
U.S. troops to stay in his country. 
We will try to move past the 
deep, deep, deep irony of Re¬ 
publicans trying to score politi¬ 
cal points on Iraq. Really try. It’s 
just Mitt Romney. And he’s not 
even running for anything.Q

Is this 2014 or 2003? 

I’m flinching at a painful sense 
of dejd vu as we hear calls for 
military intervention in Iraq, as 
President Barack Obama him¬ 
self - taunted by critics who 
contend he’s weak - is said to 
be considering drone strikes 
there. 

Our 2003 invasion of Iraq should 
be a warning that military force 
sometimes transforms a genu¬ 
ine problem into something 
worse. The war claimed 4,500 
American lives and, according 
to a mortality study published 
in a peer-reviewed American 
journal, 500,000 Iraqi lives. Linda 
Bilmes, a Harvard expert in pub¬ 
lic finance, tells me that her lat¬ 
est estimate is that the total cost 
to the United States of the Iraq 
War will be $4 trillion. 

That’s a $35,000 tax on the 
average U.S. household. The 
total would be enough to en¬ 
sure that all children could at¬ 
tend preschool in the United 
States, that most people with 
AIDS worldwide could receive 
treatment, and that every child 
worldwide could attend school 
- for the next 83 years. Instead, 
we financed a futile war that 
was like a Mobius strip, bring¬ 
ing us right back to an echo of 
where we started. 

We might have learned some 
humility. Yes, the military toolbox 
is handy and often useful. But 


one of the most basic lessons 
of international relations is a 
frustrating one: There are more 
problems than solutions. Gov¬ 
ernments, like doctors, should 
weigh the principle, “First, do no 
harm.’’ 

Yet Paul Bremer, the former 
U.S. envoy in Iraq, argues for 
airstrikes and even a few boots 
on the ground. The Wall Street 
Journal’s editorial page, like¬ 
wise, favors military intervention. 
Perhaps more surprisingly, so 
does Sen. Dianne Feinstein, D- 
Calif., the chairwoman of the 
Senate Intelligence Committee. 
“I think most important is that we 
take direct action now against 
ISIS,’’ she said, according to the 
Washington newspaper The Hill, 
in reference to the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant, the Sun¬ 
ni militant group that has swept 
into northern Iraq. 

The least surprising hawk is Dick 
Cheney, who in a Wall Street 
Journal op-ed article with his 
daughter Liz preserves an al¬ 
most perfect record of being 
wrong. From the vice president 
who himself obtained every 
possible deferment to avoid 
Vietnam, who asserted “with 
absolute certainty’’ in 2002 that 
Saddam was making nuclear 
weapons, and insisted in 2005 
that the Iraqi insurgency was in 
its “last throes,’’ we now have 
a blast at President Barack 
Obama for failing to extinguish 
the continuing throes. 

Iraq has formally requested U.S. 
military intervention, and my 
fear is that we will be inadver¬ 
tently sucked into a civil war - an 
echo of what happened to the 
United States in Lebanon from 
1982 to ‘84 or Somalia from 1992 
to ‘94. Look, failing to intervene 
is a bad option in this case. But 
intervening is a worse one. 

Let’s acknowledge that hawks 
are right, that Iraq presents a 
serious problem. But is U.S. mili¬ 
tary intervention really the best 
response at this time? Not at all. 
Remember that the militants’ in¬ 
vasion was accomplished by a 
tiny force of perhaps 4,000 fight¬ 
ers, and that Iraq has an army 
50 times as large. It’s possible for 
the Shiite-led Iraqi government 


of Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki 
to defeat the militants, but the 
essential first step is for al-Maliki 
(or a replacement) to reach out 
and work with Sunnis and Kurds 
instead of marginalizing them. 

In The New York Times, Alissa J. 
Rubin and Rod Nordland report¬ 
ed this week that Sunni Arab 
and Kurdish leaders met with al- 
Maliki, with the Sunnis proposing 
in effect a Sunni army to van¬ 
quish the militants. That would 
have been a perfect way to 
nurture unity and deploy mod¬ 
erate Sunnis to crush the militant 
Sunnis, defusing sectarian ten¬ 
sions. Instead, al-Maliki rejected 
the idea. 

Many Sunnis in Iraq dislike the 
militants, but they have learned 
to loathe and distrust al-Maliki 
even more. The way out of the 
mess in Iraq is for the govern¬ 
ment to share power with Sunnis 
and Kurds, accept decentral¬ 
ization and empower moder¬ 
ate Sunni tribes. 

If all that happens, it may be 
reasonable for the United States 
to back a united Iraqi govern¬ 
ment by authorizing airstrikes 
against militant fighters. Without 
that, we simply become an ac¬ 
complice to al-Maliki’s intran¬ 
sigence, assisting one party in 
a civil war. As Gen. David Pe- 
traeus told a London confer¬ 
ence, “This cannot be the Unit¬ 
ed States being the air force for 
Shia militias.’’ 

Unfortunately, it looks as if al- 
Maliki is doubling down, revving 
up his Shiite base rather build¬ 
ing a common front. The Iraqi 
government should be releas¬ 
ing Sunni prisoners as a goodwill 
gesture. Instead, prisoners have 
been executed by police. 
Military force can be a powerful, 
indispensable tool, as we saw in 
Kosovo and with the no-fiy-zone 
over Kurdistan. But the $4 trillion 
lesson from the Iraq War is that 
while our military capabilities 
are dazzling and sometimes in¬ 
toxicating, they cannot be the 
solution to every problem.

45-minute show. 

During a recent Friday re¬ 
hearsal, a real family of four 
from Taiwan visiting Gover¬ 
nors Island stopped to see 
what was happening. “We 
heard the singing, so we 
came and sat down,” said 
Brian Fan, who was touring 
New York with his mother, 
his wife and his daughter. 
They sat comfortably in the 
retro lawn chairs that Third 
Rail provided, chairs that 
Willett’s father had col¬ 
lected in Ohio and driven 
to New York. 

The traveling piece is 
based on her camper va¬ 
cations as a child. 

The second performance, 
the one going on inside 
the 135-year-old house, is a 
bit more abstract and in its 
larval stages. Four dancers 
were traveling through the 
usable seven rooms, past 
peeling eggshell paint and 
sparse furnishings, feeling 
the “flow" of the house. 
(Because of collapsing 
ceilings, some rooms - in¬ 
cluding the kitchen and 
an upstairs bedroom - are 
off-limits, with hand-drawn 
skull and crossbones signs 
taped to the doors.)

Morris added, “Maybe we 
can build that into the my¬ 
thology of the house, that 
the sky is always falling." 
Strewed about the house 
were a wing chair, three 
life-size faux-Greek statues, 
a desk and an office chair,

A Southern Goth¬ 
ic vibe was emerging, he 
said. He was rereading 
Faulkner’s “Light in August” 
for inspiration. Morris, how¬

Upstairs, inside two closets 
with sliding doors. Reaver 
and a fellow dancer, Ed¬ 
ward Rice, were engaged 
in an abstract striptease.

case at the back of the 
house. 

Though an original score is 
being developed by Sean 
Hagerty, who composed 
the music for “Then She 
Fell” and “Roadside At¬ 
traction,” the group was 
dancing, temporarily, to 
recordings of Billie Holiday 
and Nina Simone. 
Eventually (though not this 


upon the action of “House 
No. 17" along with the ac¬ 
tual audience. “It’s meant 
to be a synonymous ex¬ 
perience, where the audi¬ 
ence and the family are all 
visitors and are all in this to¬ 
gether," Pearson said. 

While the dancers re¬ 
hearsed, island visitors 
stopped their bikes, and 
sanitation crews pulled 
up their golf carts, cran¬ 
ing their necks to see what 
was going on. A volunteer 
for Third Rail was stationed 
outside to explain (to a de¬ 
gree), discuss the schedule 
and hand out postcards. 
Audience reaction has al¬ 
ways helped inform the 
pieces that Third Rail pro¬ 
duces. “Those little inter¬ 
sections with the audience 
help shape what we do," 
Willett said. “We learn what 
works and what doesn’t." 
Governors Island, she said, 
was a perfect place for 
Third Rail. “This is one of 
the few places in New York 
City where artists can have 
the time and space to col¬ 
laborate with a site and 
be in a conversation with 
the public,” she said. “It’s 
a perfect match, really.’’Q
